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1. ATMOSPHERICS: 

- GOVERNMENT SUSPENDED FOR ONE YEAR MONTHLY MAGAZINE 
TAIWAN POLITICAL REVIEW, WHICH HAD PUBLISHED ONLY EIVE 
ISSUES SINCE LAST AUGUST, EOR CARRYING ARTICLE WHICH 
DISCUSSED IDEA OF REVOLUTION OR UNION WITH MAINLAND REGIME. 
GROUP OF 35 LEGISLATORS SIMULTANEOUSLY URGED GOVERNMENT 
CLAMPDOWN ON VIEWS THAT OVERSTEP PROVISIONS OF LAW AND 
ALLEGEDLY PROVIDE GRIST FOR PEKING UNITED FRONT TACTICS 
AND OTHER SUBVERSIVE PLOTS. ARTICLE WHICH APPARENTLY 
TRIGGERED ACTION APPEARED IN DECEMBER 1975 ISSUE,

- MEANWHILE, PREMIER CHIANG CHING-KUO WAS QUOTED BY 
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OFFICIALS TO REMAIN ALERT AGAINST COMMUNIST EFFORTS TO 
UNDERMINE INTERNAL UNITY. ACCORDING ENGLISH-LANGUAGE 
CHINA NEWS HE SAID: "THE COMMUNISTS HAVE TRIED IN VAIN 
TO HARASS US DIPLOMATICALLY AND TO THREATEN US MILITARILY. 
EROM NOW ON WE MUST BE PARTICULARLY ON GUARD AGAINST 
CHINESE COMMUNIST DIVISIVE TACTICS AND INEILTRATION 
AIMING AT UNDERCUTTING OUR INTERNAL UNITY." 

- KMT'S OFFICIAL CENTRAL DAILY NEWS (270,000), COMMENTING 
ON TAIWAN POLITICAL REVIEW CASE, SAID: "FOR THE SAKE OE 
NATIONAL SECURITY AND SOCIAL ORDER, THE GOVERNMENT SHOULD 
NOT APPEASE AND THE PEOPLE SHOULD NOT TOLERATE ANYONE WHO 
ABUSES FREEDOM BECAUSE SUCH AN ACT WOULD ADVERTENTLY AND 
INADVERTENTLY HELP THE ENEMY." 

- IN RASH OF NEW YEAR EDITORIALS MULLING TAIWAN'S 
PROSPECTS, LEADING PAPERS INCLUDING THE LARGEST-CIRCULATION 
UNITED DAILY NEWS (380,000), INFLUENTIAL CHINA TIMES (350,000) 

AND OFFICIAL CENTRAL DAILY NEWS PREDICTED MORE ADVERSITIES 
AND DIFFICULTIES IN 1976. BUT THEY EXPRESSED OVERALL 
CONFIDENCE AND RESOLUTION SELE-RELIANCE WILL HANDLE ALL 
CHALLENGES AND RESULT IN AN EVEN MORE POTENT NATION, 
POLITICALLY, MILITARILY AND ECONOMICALLY. UNITED DAILY NEWS 
IN EDITORIAL ENTITLED "FIRST THING IN THE NEW YEAR IS TO
